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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application is a 371 of PCT/JP03/08050, 6/25/2003. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 10 is objected to because of the following informalities: It is suggested that "as 
described above" be replaced with "as described in claim 1" for clarity. Appropriate correction 
is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1 1-13 and 23-26 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

5. Claim 1 1 depends upon claim 7, which does not set forth "the formula (15)". 
Accordingly, reference to formula (15) in claim 1 1 renders the claim indefinite. 

6. Claims 12 and 13 refer to Y3 and Y 4 , but claim 10 (upon which claims 12 and 13 depend) 
does not recite a Y3 or Y 4 . 

7. Claims 23-26 appear to be article claims, but are defined by a step of using the polymeric 
light-emitting device. It is unclear what is included or excluded by the claim language. It is 
suggested that "characterized by using" be replaced with "comprising" for clarity. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 1-9 and 14-22 are allowed. The prior art fails to teach or to discuss a polymer as 
described with the formula (1) repeating unit.
